THOS. CaRLVILE. 


The Great Philosophical Historian 
Breathes His Last. 


His Life and Writings—McCarthy’s Re- 
view of His Work. 


LONDON, February 6.—Thomas Carlyle died 
at 8:50 this morning. 

From 5 last evening until his death Car- 
lyle’s unconscious respiration was extremely 
feeble and the heart’s action barely percepti- 
ble. He suffered no pain the last thirty-six 
hours. His niece was with him to, the last. 
It is understood Carlyle will be buried in the 
churchyard of his birthplace, Eeclefechan 
Dumfriesshire. 

HIS LIFE. 

Thomas Carlyle was born in 1795 at Ecclefe- 
chan, a small village in Dumfriesshire, where 
his father was a farmer. At the age of four- 
teen he entered the University of Edinburgh, 
and passed through the regular coyrse of study 
He remained at the University seven years after 
completing the course, and determined to de- 
vote his life to literature. He commenced his 
literary career in 1823, by contributing to the 
Edinburgh Encyclopediasome able articles of 
a biographieal nature, and followed 
up his success by articles for 
the Review, of that city. Translations oceu- 
pied his attention for some time, and he gave 
the weg the geometry of Legendre and 
Goethe's“ Wihielm Meister.“ The “Life of 
Schiller“ followed. being published as a serial 
in a London magazine. In 1827 he 
married. Between 1830 and 1833 he was 
engaged upon Sartor Resartus,” and in 1837 
The French Revolution” appeared. In 1840 
he lectured on“ Hero Worship,“ which essays 
were afterwards published in book form. In 
1843 appeared his Past and Present;’’ in 
1848, the “Latter-Day Pamphlets;” in 1850, 
his Life of John Sterling.“ His great work 
was Oliver Cromwell’s Life and Speeches,“ 
which was published in 1845. In 1857 Mr. 
Carlyle was appointed trustee of the National 
Portrait Gallery. In 1864 appeared his Life 
of Frederick the Great,” and in 1865 he be- 
came rector of the University of Edinburgh. 
In 1875 he declined the Grand Cross of the 
Order of the Bath. For the last few years he 
has been in frail health, and has refrained 
fromthe severe labor of the student and 
author, contenting himself with visits from 
his admirers and his fame, which was world- 
wide. 

ONE ESTIMATE OF CARLYLE’S WORKS. 

Clemens Peterson in an article on Carlyle’s 
standpoint as a historian and philosopher is 
not one of conviction but of temperament. 
He can only write when in the attitude of an 
opponent. Wbat all the world hates he will 
defend, admire and love. What all people 
strive after he will mock, scorn and deride. 
But he can keep the attitude through sis 
volumes without vacillating and he is eloquent 
aud brilliant when he defends, as he is gro- 
tesque and sardonic when he attacks. 


g confusion. In 18387 
he represented history as an evolution of nat- 
urai torces according to necessary laws,against 
which all efforts of individual passion or 
shrewdness are ridiculous. In 1840 he repre- 
sented history as the work of great men, of 
heroes, in whose track the people have to fol- 


low like sheep. In all his writings 
he tel us that human greatness 
truth and truth alone. A man is great 


in proportion to the amount of truth there is 
in him.But his heroes happen to be among the 
greatest liars history knows ef—as for in- 
stanee, Frederick the Great, and Mirabeau. 
With Carlyle his ideas contradict his ideals. 
His ideas are those of the German philosophy 
as it culminated with Hegel—lofty, but with- 
out power of progress, radiant like the stars, 
but Hike them indifferent to what they shine 
His ideals are those*of the English

middle class; what has pow- 
er must be revered; what is 


successful must be admired. To bring these 
ideas into harmany is impossible and the 
undercurrent of sadness and sourness which 
flows through all Carlyle’s.writings and which 
now and then bursts forth to the surface with 
weird chants is the natural result of such an 
attempt. But the almost violent mental vigor 
which is Carlyle’s nature and the perfect 
veracity which 18 his character, 
have produced a combination of these incon- 
sistent elements, which in the details is always 
stirring and exciting, even when it makes us 
sick at}heart, and which in our days of har- 
mony of mediocrity is em refreshing. 
Carlyle is never mediocre. Even when he 

lays the part ofa clown he is unsurpassed. 

ndesd there is only one thing in history 
which he cannot master—the fact. He 
likes to mock the German historians, and ad- 
drésses them generally as Mr. Dryasdust; but 
whenever he himself tries to state a fact and 
keep it intact, he at once becomes a Mr. 
Drierthandust. 

JUSTIN M’CARTHY ON CARLYLE. 

The following istfrom Justin McCarthy’s 
History of Our Own Times, and is his esti- 
mate of Carlyle’s works: 

„No influence suffused the age from first to 
last more strongly than that of Thomas Car- 
lyle. England’s very way of thinking was at 
one time profoundly affected by Carlyle. He 
introduced the English people to the great 
German authors, very much as Lessing had 
introduced the Germans to Shakespeare and 
the old English ballads. Carlyle wrote in a 
style which was so little like that ordinarily 
accepted as English, that the best thing to be 
said for it was that it was not exactly German. 
At one time it appeared to be so completely 
moulded on that of Jean Paul Rich- 
ter, that not a few persons doubted whether 
the new comer really had any ideas of his own. 
But Carlyle soon proved that he could think 
for himself, and he very often proved it by 
thinking wrong. There was in him a strong 
deep vein of the tic. Long after he had 
evidently settled down to be a writer of prose 
and nothing else, it still seemed to many that 
his true shhere was poetry. The grim serious- 
ness which he hadtaken from his Scottish 
birth and belongings was made hardly less 
grim by the irony which continually gleamed 
or scowledthrough it. Truth and force were 
the deities of Carlyle’s especial worship. The 
eternal verities“ sat on the top of his Olym-

a always taught the same lesson. It is not 
probable that n men were made 
much more truthlul in England by Carlyle’s 
glerifieation ot the eternal verities than they 
would have been without it. But his influ- 
ence on letters and art was uliar, and was 
not evanescent. Carlyle is distinetly the 
founder of a school of history and a school 
ofurt. In the meanwhile we may regard 
him simply as a great author, and treat his 
Looks as literary studies and not as gospels. 
Thus regarded, we shall find that he writes 
in a style which every sober critic would feel 
bound to condemn, but which nevertheless 
the soberest critic is forced continually, de- 
spite of himself and his rules, to admire. 
or, out of the strange jargon which he seems 
to have deliberately adopted, Carlyle has un- 
doubted constructed a wonderfully expres- 
sive medium in which to express his words of 
remonstrance and admonition. Itis a man- 
nerism, but a manerism into which a great 
deal of the individuality of the man seems to 
have entered. It is not wholly affectation or 
superficiality. Carlyle’s own soul seems to 
speak out init more freely and strenuously 
than it would in the ordinary English of so- 
ciety and literature. No tongue, says Richter, 
is eloquent save in its own lauguage; and this 
strange language which he has made for him- 
self does really appear to be the native tongue 
of Carlyle’s or and melancholy elo- 
quence. Carlyle is endowed with a marvellous 
power of depicting stormy scenes and ru 
daring natures. At times strange wild plere- 
ing notes of the pathetic are heard through 
his strenuous and fierce bursts of eloquence 
like the wail of a clarion thrilling between the 
blasts of a storm. His history of the French 
Revolution is history read by lightning. Of 
this remarkable book John Stuart 
Mill supplied the principal material, 
for Mill at one time thought of writing a his- 
tory of the Revolution himself, but, giving up 
the idea, placed the materials he had collected 
at the service of Carlyle. Carlyle used the 
materials in his own way. He is indebted to 
no one for his method of making up his his- 
tory. With all its defects the book is one of 
the very finest our age has produced. Its 
characters stand out like portraits by Rem- 
brandt. Its crowds live and move. ‘The 
picture of Mirabeau is worthy of the hand of 
the great German poet who gave us Wallen- 
stein. But Carlyle’s style has introduced into 
this country a thoroughly false method of 
writing history. It is a method which has 
little regard for the ‘‘dry light” which Bacon 
approved. It works underthe varying glare 
of colored lights. Its purpose is to express 
scorn of one set of ideas and men, and admi- 
ration of another. Given the man we admire, 
then all his doings and ways must be 
admirable; and the historian proceeds 
to work this principle out. Carlyle’s 
Mirabeau is as as truly a creature of romance 
as the Monte Christo of Dumas. This way of 
going to work became even more apparent, as 
the mannerisms became more incessant, in 
Carlyle’s later writings—in the Frederick the 
Great,“ for example. The reader dares not 
trust such history. It is of little value as an 
instructor in the lessons of the times, and the 
events and the men who were the chief actors 
in them. Nor does Carlyle bequeath many 
new ideas to the world which he stirred gby 
his stormy cloquence. That falsehood cannot 
prevail over truth in the end, nor simulacra 
do the work of realities, is not after all a les- 
son which earth can be said to have waited 
for up to the nineteenth century and the com- 
ing of Carlyle; and 55 it would be hard to 
oint to any other philosophical outcome of 
Mr. Carlyle’s teaching. His value 
is in his eloquence, his power, his passion and 
pathos; his stirring and lifelike pictures of 
human character, whether faithful to the bis- 
torical originals or not; and the vein of poetry 
that runs through al his best writings, and 


Sometimes makes even the least sympathetic 


reader believe that he has to do with a genu- 
ine poet.

An Unique Entertainment in Prepara- 


This is the title of a beautiful allegorical ex- 
ercise, consisting of tableaux, recitations and 
songs, representing all stages of life, from 
youth to old age, which the ladies of the 
North Presbyterian Church have prepared as 
an entertainment for next Thursday evening, 
February 10. This clock is a structure built 
twenty-three feet high, in good proportion, 
with balconies on the sides, also a veranda six 
feet above the base which passes around the 
clock,beneath which are doors to permit those 
that take part in the dialogue to pass out as 
the exercises proceed. The clock is in work- 
ing order and as the hands pass from hour to 
hour the performers pass out of the clock re- 
presenting time from little children up to old 
age. There are four procesgions that pass 
around the veranda. representing the four 
seasons, as follows: When the ciock strikes 
three Spring“ is presented; at six **Sum- 
mer“ comes forth: at nine“ Autumn“ marches 
forth,and at twelve “ Winter“ is represented by 
a procession of old people. On the balconies 
that are above the veranda are 
placed statues, eighteen feet above the base. 
On each side is the statue of **Youth:’’ a 
little boy holding the Star“ representing 
**Light,” and a little girl holding the“ Cross“ 
representing Faith.“ Beneath this Man- 
hood’? and“ Womanhood' is represented by 


„Hope,“ and a man dressed in a coat of mail 
with sword and shield of **Protection.” Be- 
neath these, and below the veranda at the 
base of the clock, ix a representation of oid 
age, an old man with the ‘*seythe,” and old 
woman with the,“ Bible.“ When the minute 
hand passes around and the hour hand passes 
from twelve to one the chimes strike outthree 
sounds, the statues all make tiree distinct 
motions, then the bell strikes one, tne doors 
open at the base, and out come the two little 
spenkcrsgthat commenced the explanation of 
this wonderful Clock of Life. This Mimic 
Clock runs through the twelve hours in one 
anda half. The performers are graded from 
lithe children up to young men and women. 
(;ood singing and many interesting speeches 
and songs are interspersed through the hours 
us the exercises proceed. Above the veranda, 
and beneath the lace of the clock, will be ex- 
hibited several transparent views in which 
Bible sketches will be displayec .

The New Law that Has Passed the 
State Senate. 


—̃ͤ (U— __ — 


What the St. Louis Bankers Say on the 
Subject. 


The interest bill which passed the Senate of 
the Missouri Legislature, on Thursday last, 
by a narrow vote—18 to 16—has met with little 
opposition from the banks in the character of 
organized effort, although the matter has not 
escaped the notice of the bank parlor. While 
the St. Louis banking houses held aloof from 
any lobby measures of resistance, it may 
safely be asserted that the 
voice of St. Louis bankers took expression on 
the side of the nays when the Senate vote 
was reached. This is not the first effort to 
legislate revised rates of interest for this 
State. The question has been before previous 


legislative bodies but the St. Louis banks al- 
ways brought sufficient influence to bear 
against any change of the existing law and it 
was supposed that it would 
remain unalte red. Times, however, 
have changed: oney is easy, the country 
ars ron, and every department of human 
nan ery in active * on. The supply of 
money is equal to the demand and at rates 
below the maximum provided by the pro- 

ed new law. With such a healthy condi- 
tion of business, and with little chance of dis- 
turbance, the bankers could well afford to fold 
their hands over the heater and say: 

“Go ahead, gentlemen! While we are 
watching you we do not feel disposed to kick 
very vigerously at your measure this time. 
It gives us all that we could askin the pres- 
ent condition of the country, and certainly all 
that money can bring in the market at this 
time. You are not pinching our corns by 
this measure, but we do object- on principle 
to reculating interest by legislation.“ 

It seems that the new bill emanated from 
the provincial element in the Legislature, the 
farmers whose toes have been trodden upon 
by high rates of interest at country banking 
establishments. 

The existing law, section 2,723, provides for 
interest at the rate of 6 percent per annum, 


when no rate has been agreed upon 
by the parties to a transaction. 


Section 2724 provides that parties may agree 
in writing for payment of interest not exceed- 
ing 10 per cent per annum. 

! e new bill contains the following provis- 
ons: 

Section 1. Creditors shall be allowed to re- 
ceive interest atthe rate of six per cent per 
annum, when no other rate isagreed upon, 
for all moneys after they become due and pay- 
able on written contracts, and on accounts 
after they become due and demand of pay- 
ment is made; for moneys received for the 
use of another and retained without the own- 
er’s knowledge of the receipt, and for all oth- 
er moneys due or to become due, for the for- 
bearance of payinent whereof an express 
promise to pay interest has been made. 

Sec. 2. The parties may agree, in writing, 
for the payment of interest at arate not ex- 
ceeding eight per cent per annum, on money 
due or to become due upon any contract. 

Sec. & Interest shall be allowed onfall money 
due upon any judgment or order ofany court 
from the day of rendering the same until satis- 
faction be made by payment, accord or sale of 
property; and such judgments and orders for 
money upon contracts bearing more than 6 per 
cent interest, shall bear the same rate of inter- 
est borne by such contracts,and all other 
judgments and orders for money shall bear in- 
terest at the rate of 6 percent per annum until 
satisfaction be made as aforesaid. 

Sec. 4. No person, bank or other corporation 
shall, directly or indirectly, take, for the use 
or joan of money or other commodity, above 
the rate of interest specitied in the three pre- 
ceding sections. 

Sec. 5. Ifany suit shall hereafter be com- 
menced upon any bond, note. mortgage, spe- 
cialty agreement, promise or asstrance, 
whatever, made within this State, the defend- 
ant may, in his answer, show that a higher or 
greater rate of interest thar 8 per cent per 
annum was therein or thereby agreed for, re- 
evcived or taken: and if the answer of the de- 
fendant to any such suit shallbe sustained by 
the verdict of the jurv orthe finding of the 
Court, the Court shall render judgment on 
such verdict or;§finding forthe real sum of 
money or price of the commodity actually 
lent, advanced or sold, and interest on the 
same at the rate of six per cent per annum, 
and upon rendition of judgment the Court 
shall cause an order to be made setting apart 
such interest for the use of the county in 
which such suit may be brought for the use 
of the free pubhe schools of such county, and 
the same, when collected, shall be paid over 
accordingly, and go to and form a part of the 

ublic school fund of said connty, and the de- 

endant shall recover his costs. 

Sec. 6. Any person, bank or other corpora- 
tion who shall take or agree to receive or take 
any hicher or greater rate of interest than is 
specified in this act, shall forfeit and pay to 
the county, for the use of the free public 
schools therein, 8 per centum of the amount 
Joaned, to be recovered by civil action in any 
court of competent jurisdiction. And it is 
hereby made the duty of the Prosecuting At- 
torney, upon information of any such loan 
having been made, to immediately institute 
such action in the name of the county, for the 
use and benefit of the public school fund, and 
the county shall recover its costs, including 
the attorney’s fee, which shall not exceed $5. 

Sec. 7. Any party who has paid interest for 
use or loan of money or other commodityin 
excess of therate of interest allowed by this 
act, shall have the right, in person, or by his 
legal representatives, to sue for and recover 
back such excess from the party receiving the 
same, or his legal representatives, with legal 
interest t on at any time within five vears 
from the date of payment of such exvess, in 
any court of competent jurisdiction. 

c.8 Parties may contract, in writing, for 
the payment of interest upon interest, but the 
interest shal] not be compounded oftener than 
once a year. When a different rate is not ex- 
pressed,interest upon interest shall bear the 
name rate as interest upon the principal debt.

J. C. Moore, cashier ol the Merchants’ Na- 
tional Bank: The bankers here did nothing 
to my knowledge by way of opposing the bill. 
It is not necessary to legislate in such mat- 
ters. The market price is ruled by conditions 
precisely similar to those applying to other 
necessaries. The maximum rate quoted inthe 
new bill ranges above the market level, 
and bankers need not complain on that head. 
They are simply opposed to the principle.” 

John Nickerson, cashier of the St. Louis 
National Bank: »The provisions of the new 
bill as far as rates are concerned furnish no 
ground for complaint on the part of bankers. 
There is no great demand for money 
just now but it can be had for six per cent. 
The country is in a prosperous condition and 
the demand is not heavy but the supply is 
fully equal tothe demand at 6 per cent. he 
average rate for some time pastas first class 
banking houses on good paper or collateral, 


has been from six to eight per cent 
per annum here. The country 
banks may have charged more on 


small loans, and the grangers who appear to 
be pushing this new bill through have, no 
doubt, paid higher rates. It is a matter, how- 
ever that cannot well-be regulated by legal 
enactments. It should be left alone. The in- 
terests of the business community are not 
subserved by any legislative interference. In 
the summer time, when business is inactive, 
and capital unemployed, the banks are glad 
to place money on first-class paper or collat- 
eral for rates lower than six per cent.’? 

The book-keeper of the Commercial Bank, 
who was too modest to give his name, said 
that no organized effort of resistance had been 
made to the new bill by the St. Louis banks. 
They were not hurt by the 
new provisions, for money could be had now 
at any first-class house on good single name, 
or good collateral at 6 percent. Just now, 
with navigation closed and the elevators full, 
there was ademand, but the supply was equal 
to it. The principle of legislating the rates 
of interest, however, was absurd, and 
unnecessary. High rates of interest would 
still be charged under the convenient title of 
„commission.“ Money should bring its mar- 
ket value, and it always will in spite of all leg- 
islative provision.

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A SOLD SCOTCHMAN. 


A Glasgow Man's Experience in St. 
Louis and Among St. Louisans. 
— 22 — 

The Impressions He Carried Away With 
Him and How He Gained Them. 


A Glasgow, Scotland, paper recently pub- 
lished a communication from a Glasgow gen- 
fleman who had just returned from a tour of 
America, and whose impressions of the “land 
of the free, while fresh and interesting, 
were startling, to say the least. He had been 
particularly struck with} St. Louis, where he 
had sojourned for some time, and a consider- 
able portion of his letter was devoted to a de- 
scription of this city, its inhabitants, etc. His 
impression of the city itself was favorable, he 
reporting it as one of the great manufacturing 
eenters and leading grain markets of 
the country; paying special compliments to 
the handsome business houses and residen- 
ces, as also to the beauty and intelligence of 
iy ladies: but disposed to complain of the 
condition of our streets and our“ nasty black 
smoke.” The gentlemen whom he met while 
here were what excited him, however. They 
were nice, pleasant gentlemen, so he said, 
and treated him hospitably and well, but their 
free and easy manners, their profanity and 
their brageadocio filled him with horror. 
Every man he met, whether at the hotels, on 
„Change or.in private residences, carried re- 


volvers and generally displayed 
them on each and every oc- 
casion, While he heard more pro— 


fanity to the square inch“ in the short time he 
was here than he ever listened to before in his 
life. He also stated that for a land 
of liberty and equality the ser— 
wants and other paid employes took more upon 
themselves than their emplovers dared do. 
The Glasgow paper containing this extraor- 
dinary commmmication was sent toa gentle- 
man of this city, and excited considerable 
comment and some indignation among those 
who readit: but when all the facts in the case 
were learned, and it was discovered that it 
Was Only another case of a gulled foreigner, 
the statements of this Glasgow gentleman 
were received with laughter. It seems that 
shortly afterthe writer of this letter arrived 
here he became acquainted with Col. B., a 
well-known miller, himself a Scotchman, not- 
mi not alone for his flour, butalso his flow- 
ers, as weil xs for his love of a good story or 
joke. Col. B. tumbled at once to a fresh vie— 
Um, and determined to put him through in 
good style. „lt was not difficult for 
him to obtain confederates to carry out his 
plans. Everv man to whom he unfolded his 
scheme readily lent himself to it. Hence it 
Was that the visitor found pistols decorating 
the persons of allthe St. Louis men we met, 
and recklessly flourished upon the slightest 
provocation, As for swearing, the “army in 
Flanders“ was laid out in the cold shade by 
some adepts who were expressly introduced 
forthe occasion. The colonel himself, as a 
eousistent church member, left out this part 
of the programme so far as he was concerned, 
except an occusionsl “dog my cats,’ or **dod 
diem em's.““ Several stories are told that

Fire-Eater Rhett’s Widow. 
From the New York Times. 


The announcement that the widow of Rob- 
ert Barnwell Rhett is soon to become an in- 
mate of the Louise Home, established by Cor- 
coran, the rich Washington philanthropist, 
is another one of the many instances of the 
poverty to which the families of {leading se- 
cessionists have been reduced. The late Barn- 
well Rhett—his proper name was Smith, but 
he changed it to Rhett—borne by a colonial 
ancester—was one of the earliest and foremost 
disunionists of South Carolina. Rducated for 
the Bar, he entered public life at twenty-six 
asamember of the Legislature, and seven 
years later was chosen Attorney-General of 

is native State. During the nullification 
movement he acted with the extrem- 
ists of the State Rights Party, and was a con- 
sistent enemy of the republic to his dying 
day. He was subsequently sent to Congress 
from Beaufort district, and in 1850 was 
elected to the United States Senate. He sym- 
pathized wy | with John C. Calhoun’s views, 
and was the first man to propose on the floor 
of Congress the dissolution of the Union. In 
the secession agitation. in South Carolina 
(1851-2) he advocated its immediate, and, if 
necessary, its separate withdrawal from the 
confederacy of States, and on the defeat of his 
party resigned his Senatorial seat. He took 
no part in public affairs until Lincoln’s elec- 
tion. He was very conspicuous in the Decem- 


ber (1860) State Convention, which 
passed the ordinance of secession, and 
was chairman of the committee that 


framed the Constitution of the so-called Con- 
federate States of America. The once noted 
Charleston Mercury, founded in and ever 
espousing the principles of secession, was 
owned by him, and he, like most “illustrious” 
Carolinians, aired for years his treasonable 
doctrines inits columns. His son, R. Barn- 
well Rhett, Jr., was its editor for considerable 
time, and entirely shared his father’s political 
opinions. After the civil war the younger 
man went to New Orleans; edited the Pica- 
yune, killed a man in a duel, and then retired 
from public life. The elder Rhett was a true 
type ofthe old Carolinian. His ideas of the 
world were bounded by his State; he was in 
politics and everything else a Little Peddling- 
tonian of the most aggravated order. He was 
a noted person once in the Palmetto State, but 
when he died he was very obscure. 


A Family Duel. 
From the London Telegraph. 

At Niederad, near Frankfort-on-Maine, a 
fatal duel recently took place between Herr 
von Frankenberg-Vroshlitz, Master of the 
Ceremonies to the German Emperor, and 
Baron von Froehlich,one of His Majesty’s 
Court Chamberlains. The conditions of the 
encounter, arranged by the seconds, were 
that the combatants were to be paraded at tif- 
tech paces and, at a given word, fire together, 
using smooth-bored pistols without sights or 
bair-trigvers. Atthe word both gentlemen 
pulled, but Baron Froelich’s pistol missed 
tire, While he himself, shot through the 
neck, fell, and almost immediately expired. 
Herr von Frankenberg returned to Frank- 
fort, Where he forthwith waited upon the 
police authorities to place himself at their 
disposal. The quarrel that led to this mortal 
combat arose from a family diffeernce, in 
Which Baron Froehlich, conceiving himself to 
have been crievously wronged by Frau von 
Frankenberg, held her husband responsible 
for her conduct, and insisted upon a meeting, 
although von Frankenberg did everything in 
his power, consistent with honor, to avoid the 
encounter. Baron Froehlich had obtained a 
divorce from his wife some eleven months ago, 
and the tribunal had accorded hiin the cus- 
tody ofthe only child born of this unlucky 
union, a girl of 13. Upon his ex-consort’s 
entreaty, however, he had renounced his 
paternal rights in her favor, with the solitary 
proviso that his daughter should be permitted 
to visit him thrice in every year during her 
minority. Withma fortnight of her divorce 
the Baroness married Herr von Frankenberg, 
a school friend of Baron Froehlich, and sub- 
scquently failed to fulfill her engagement with 
respect to her daughter. Her bad faith was 
the cause of a duel, in which one of her hus- 
bands, the father of her child, fell by the hand 
of the other. 


Tobacco Consumption in France. 
Pall Mall Gazette, January Ls. 

In a report lately published in Franee on 
the tobacco trade, Which everybody knows is 
a Government monopoly, some curious statis- 
tical facts are stated as to what may be called 
the ethnographic features of tobacco con- 
sumption inthat country. In the first place 
the greatest number of snuff-takers are found 
in the departments which surround Paris; 
four of these departments—namely, Seine In- 
ferieure, Eure, Eure-et-Loir and Olse—head- 
ing the list with a consumption per head of 
between three-quarters of a pound and 
one pound. The departments in 
Which the practice is carried on the 
least are Doubs, Pyrenees, Orientales, Nord, 
Haut Rhin and Haute Savoie, where the con- 
sumption per head is only one quarter of a 
pound. The singular thing is that Nord and 
Haut Rhin are two out of three departments 
in Which smoking is most universal, the aver- 
ave consumption in this particular form 
reaching as high as four pounds per head. It 
would seem, therefore, from these statistics 
that snufling and smoking go, in France at all 
events, in inverse proportion to each other. 
It is mentioned also, incidentally, that the 
departments which most encourage snuff- 
taking are those in which the most cider 
is drunk. France, after all, is not such a na- 
tion of tobacco- consumers as she is generally 
believed to be, for she is surpassed in the an- 
nual consumption per head by the United 
States (where it is sixspounds), the Nether- 
lands, Belgium, Switzerland, Hungary, Gre- 
many, Sweden and Russia.

Tux INELIGIBILITY CLAUSE. 


How the St. Louis Legislators Stand 
on the Mayor’s Bill. 


A Couple of Letters from Prominent 
Anti-Overstolz Democrats. 


Thomas J. Henley, who has been in Jeffer- 
son City looking after the bill to make the 
Mayor ineligible to re-election, has returned 
and expresses the belief that the measure will 
go through the Assembly. The St. Louis del- 
egation has but little more than the name of 
an organization. According to Henley, the 
city members have held three meetings since 
the session opened. The first and third were 
called at the instance of Henley to consider 
this bill relating to the Mayor. The second 
was held atthe instance of Messrs. Parks, 
Kirby and Gerhart, the committee from the 
Municipal Assembly. 

The attitude of the delegation is a little un- 
certain. Atthe meeting on Thursday even- 


ing three members were reported sick and 
two others were absent. Of those present 
not more than half could define their position 
respecting it. Charles P. Johnson favors the 
bill without the emergency clause, which 
makes it apply to Mayor Overstolz. Proven- 
chere, Carroll and McManus are non-commit- 
tal. Brady would be for the measure but for 
the fact that he comes from an Overstolz 
stronghold. Walton is for the bill. 

Henley says his efforts werea good deal 
strengthened by letters which were laid be- 
fore the delegation. The following was re- 
ceived by Charles P. Johnson, as chairman of 
the delegation. 

DEAR SiR: | understand there is some hesi- 
tancy respecting the restoration of the clause 
ofthe city charter regarding the mayor.

Ashes Identified as Money. 
Washington Telegram to New York Herald. 

The American Express Company, which 
had several safes in the fire at the recent rail- 
road disaster at Tioga Centre, N. Y., has sent 
the safestothe Treasury Department. The 
company did not open the <afes, as they con- 
tained, among other things, paper money,that 
if burned would be destroyed beyond alt hope 
of redemption if carelessly handled. The safes 
have been opened in the basement of the 
Treasury. <A full force of experts from the 
redemption division of the Treasurer’s office 
ix at work picking out and identifying their 
contents. In the burnt mass were found 
jewelry, including a lot of diamonds and 
watches, gold and silver coin, legal-tender 
notes, national bank notes, Government cou- 
pons, and railroad bonds. The coin, which 
has been melted in all manner of shapes, will 
have to gotothe Mint as bullion. The jewel- 


ry, except the diamonds, is worthless, 
but with if the ‘Treasury has nothing 
to do. The burnt legal-tender notes 


are being separated by tbe aid of sharp, thin 
knives. Already the express cowpany is safe 
in getting back at least 37,000 for the legal 
‘onder notes. The notes were a black muss, 
with siut crevices on the sides showing the 
separation of note from note, The scaly, brit- 
tle remains were separated With great care. 
The experts, by examination, were enabled 
to identify the notes, together with their re- 
spective numbers. They will be replaced to 
the company by new notes. The work on the 
legal tenders is not yet over. The bank notes 
have not been touched as yet for identification.

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The Tragedy Enacted in # Poplar 
J Street Saloon. 


Seene at the Morgue—The Corner’s In- 
quest To-Day. 


Depraved human nature doats on blood- 
stains. Those on the stairway and in the halls 
of the bagnio, No. 109 Poplar street. this morn- 
ing were large enough to gratify the most 
morbid appetite for human gore. The inhab- 
itants of the vicinity are mostly people who 
would postpone any other occupation for 
hours to look on the consequences of a deed of 
violence. At no time this morning was the 
place deserted, and most of the time there 
was a crowd around the door and in the sa- 


loon discussing the tragedy. 
Midway between 1 and 2 o’clock this morn- 


ing Xavier Wailleme shot his mistress, Mar- 
got Agtae, dead and then killed himself. It 


— sequel to a long series of quarrels, 
— 7 — furnishing the motive. Xavier 
kept a saloon down § and Margot sold 
souls up-stairs. How under such eircum- 
stances there could have been an abiding place 
for the eyed monster it would be hard 
to explain. Certainly it must have mterfered 
with business. The saloon-keeper, however, 
was jealous, and at the hour mentioned he 
called her out of bed and then shot her. Then 
he started down stairs, and about four steps 
from the bottom dealt himself a fatal wound.

The management, as will be seen was 
French and the dead woman passed by the 
name of her male fried. 

Officer O’Connor passed No. 109 Poplar 
street about a quarter of an hour before the 
tragedy, and spoke to Wiulleme, who seemed 
in his usual humor and said, “Everything is 
well.“ The officer then made an arrest at No. 
125 Poplar street, and went to the station- 
house. Whenreturning to the locality he 
heard calls, and ran to the place, where he 
found Offieer McMahon. Wuilleme was lying 
dead at the foot of the stairs, with his head on 
the floor and his feet on the fourth step. Mor- 
rill was taken into custody and locked up. 

THE BODIES AT THE MORGUE. 

Both bodies were taken to the Morgue at 2 
a.m., but as they -were identified the street 
doors were not thrown open to the gaze of a 
hundred curious persons that thronged about 
Eleventh and Spruce streets since 8 o’clock 
this morning. During the day crowds of dis- 
reputable women called to look at their dead 
sister in sin, for whom many a kind word 
was spoken. The woman’s body 
lay on the lid of a pine coffin, and was covered 
with a white bed-spread. When she met her 
unexpected death last night she had just 
arose from bed, and was undressed. One bul- 
let hole, not larger than the topofa nail, is a 
small distance left of the left collar-bone and 
the otheris about two and one-half inehes 
lower and of about the same size—this is just 
between the breasts. From both a small 
stream of blood poured Slowly down 
the cold body, forming a pool on 
the floor beside the pine box. The man’s 
body lay on aslab, and were it not for the 
blood on his hands and shirt, no spectator 
would ever know that death had resulted 
from a pistol shot. He was a tall, slim French- 
man, and wore side whiskers and moustache. 
She was a low-sized woman, with masculine 
features. He doubtless put the muzzle in his 
mouth and fired, for the interior presented a 
horrible sight. The bullet has lodged in the 
brain. 

THE INQUEST. 

At 12:30 to-day Coroner Frank began the 
inquest on the bodies. The investigation was 
conducted without a jury. Much of 
the testimony adduced was 1 
history of low life and unfit 
for publication. All the women of the honse 
were in attendance but as they knew nothing 
of the tragedy they were sent home. The on- 
ly witnesses were Latapie, one of the girls, 
the bartender Morrill and the police. 

The principal witness was David Latapie, 
the bar-tender. His testimony was given 
without reserve and was about as follows: 

„ identify the deceased man and woman as 
Xavier Wuilleme and Agiae Margot, alias 
Wuilleme. They were married, and both born 
in France. No. 109 Poplar street, where they 
lived, was a house of ill-repute. Wuilleme 
went to Paris some time ago and returned 
two months since. They havea boy and girl 
in Paris. Since he returned he has been 
jealous of her and they quarreled all 
the time. I have heard him threaten her life 
several times. Hetold me he would shoot 
her and then kill himself, several times, cach 
time crying bitterly. About midnight last 
night was up stairs, hav- 
ing closed the saloon. They were 
up stairs before I did and then I went to bed. 
Shortly after I heard them quarreling com 
stairs about the keys I had, thongh I did not 
hear them go down stairs. I went to the top 
of the stairs and saw Wuilleme and the mad- 
am and the other bar-tender at the foot of the 
stairs. Wuilleme had the _ revolver in 
his right hand holding it in front of 
both of them. I wanted to throw down the 
keys, but he said ‘come down and open the 
door or I will kill you.’ I had a revolver, but 
he could not see it. He was jealous of the 
other bar-keeper. I opened the door, and he 
ordered Morrill the bar-tender out of 
the house. Morrill went out on the street and 
called forthe police. As soon as he was out 
I closed the door and locked it and went up 
stairs again. I left Mr. and Mrs. Wuilleme at 
the foot of the stairs and before I got 
to my room +I heard four shots, 
three in rapid succession. I saw Mrs. Wuil- 
leme come to the top step and fall. The 

olice came then and I left ny room, where I 

adbeen looking from the door, and found 
Mrs. Wuilleme dead. Wuilleme was lying at 
the foot of the stairs with his feet on the fourth 
step and his head on the ground. 

specting the arrest of the woman and 
Morrell foradultery the witness said: “The 
trial eame off yesterday and Mrs. Wuilleme 
was cleared. Morrell couldn’t be found then, 
but was arrested last] night at the house.“ 

SERGEANT M’DONALD 
testified that he took charge of the establish- 
ment shortly after the tragedy and sent the 
bodies to the Morgue. Wuilleme’s body was 
at the foot of the stairs and the woman on the 
landing at the top of the stairs, He searched 
the premises and found 3262, some jewelry, 
papers and a revolver, which i turned over at 
the station to Capt. Hercules, who transfer- 
red the property to the Public Administrator, 
MAGDALEN BLADT 

who was one of the inmates of the “Solon 
Parisien,” gave her testimony in the teutornie, 
She said: “I have lived at 109 Poplar since the 
return of Mr. Wuilleme from Europe about 
three months ago he having brought me 
with him from Paris, I retired to bed last 
night at about 11 o’clock, and about two hours 
later I was awakened by the cries of “Police,” 
coming from John Morrell.

THE VERDICT. 

At the tonclusién of the taking of the testi- 
mony, at 2:30 this afternoon, Coroner Frank 
gave the following verdict: 

„That Aglan Wuilleme came to her 
death at about one o’clock 
a. m., February 5, 1881, from the effects of 
two bullets fired from a revolver in the hands 
of her husband X. Wuilleme, deceased, at 109 
Poplar; that X. Wuilleme committed] suicide 
by shooting.

and common red clover, and he claims special 
. for the alsike, or Swedish. He 
positively asserts from repeated experiments 
that itis superior to the common red clover 
as a fertilizer, because it has a greater abund- 
ence of roots. Instead of one main tap-root it 
has three or four heavy branching roots, ex- 
tending deep and wide, and their branch 
roots reach outin all directions. For this 
reason it is not so liable to heave from frost, 
®r to be injured by extremely dry weather. 
It, however, is branching and falls to the 
ground like white clover, and makes better 
pisture and hay to be sown with timothy or 
red clover, and makes better pasture and hay 
to be sown with timothy or red clover, singe 
they being more upright growers tend to keep 
alsike from the ground. It is considered a 
hybrid between the common red and white 
clovers. The stems and branches are finer 
und less woody, and the hayis free from fuzz 
or dust. It bas numerous branches and 
abounds in blessoms rich in honey, which 
bees can easily harvest. In the latitude of 
Chicago it ripens in the latter part of July. 
Unlike the red, the seed is obtained from the 
first cutting. When sowed alone four pounds 
of sced is a great abundance. Yet it is better 
to mix with timothy or red clover. After 
sowing the usual quantities of the other seeds, 
one pound of alsike will give a good pasture. 
If seed is the object,then two pounds of alsike 
should be sowed. It can be threshed as red 
clover, and separated by fine sieves. If any 
of our readers have experience with it in our 
latitude or further South we shall be glad to 
hear from them.

HOW TO SOW ORCHARD GRASS. 

Last spring I had prepared a field for early 
sowing of spring barley in order that I might 
vet the land well set in clover and orchard 
grass. After harrowing and cross-harrowing 
with a Scotch harrow, the ground was in per- 
fect order. Istarted a Buckeye drill putting 
in the barley and clover seed. 

I followed sowing orchard grass-seed, aim— 
ing to cever the width of the drill and to get 
the seed into a good seed-bed. I was delighted 
with the manner my seedling was going on, 
when suddenly the wind sprang uv and 
| could not sow the orchard 
grass-seed. In my disappointment a 
happy thought struck me. Why can’t the 
fertilizer sow orchard gruss seed?’ IL asked I 
put ina half gallon of seed and shut off the 
feed to the last notch and started up the team. 
Imagine my delight, old farmer, when I saw 
the barley, the clover seed and the orchard 
grass seed, each in its own way, coming outas 
evenly as machinery can work. To-day I 
have the best stand of clover and orchard 
grass it has ever been my pleasure to behold. 
Human hands cannot sow clover or orchard 
rrass seed so Well. One ofthe great troubles 
n secding with orchard and blue grass is now 
overcome. Ifthe farmer is sowing a fertili- 
zer he can mix with it either of these seeds if

Even a man who can 
statid pretty well the burly-burly of a large 
assembly is apt to grow disgusted with a body 
so much given over to clap-trap as the House 
of Representatives. The Senate is an infiniteiy 
more attractive place. Indeed, a Senator- 
ship seems to me, on the whole, the most de- 
sirable office in the Government. Especially 
is this true in those cases where a man holds 
it virtually by a life tenure, as Sumner did in 
Massachusetts, and Edmunds does in Ver- 
mont. Although the standard of qualifica- 
tions 18 renee lowering, itis still true that 
the majority of tbe seventy-six members are 
gentlemen of character and culture. Then 
the methods of the Senate are those of gentle- 
men, the great fault in this respect being an 
abnormal development of courtesy. In the 
House a man has to make his speech when his 
chance comes or not at all, while in the Sen- 
ate, if it is getting a little laté in the. day and 
he feels as though he would rather wait until 
the next — — 91 there is almost a readiness 
to adjourn for his convenience. There is none 
—or at least very little—of the confusion 
which so often prevails in the House. Being 
so small a body. there is a chance for its 
members to become generally acquainted. and 
the long terms afford opportunities for warm 
friendships to grow up. The pleasant com- 
mittee-rooms 
refuge when a bore gets the floor for a long 
speech In short, all the arrangements con- 
duce to comfort. It is not strange that public 
men should so generally prefer seats in the 
Senate to places around the cabinet table. One 
can understand why a man like Blaine, whose 
inborn love of a racket makes the quiet of the 
Senate intolerable, should welcome a change, 
but why the average Senator should throw up 
a position of such comfort and power for the 
distractions and uncertainties of a cabinet 
place, I cannot comprehend. 


ST. LOUIS DRAWBACKS. 


A Plan for Beautifying and Adorning 


the City—Good Suggestion. 
Sr. Louis, February 4 


To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 


It is necessary for every large city to have 
attractions in various forms so as to please all 
kinds of taste and to cultivate the human 
mind, with all that is beautiful and artistic. 

In referring to the above the inhabitants of 
our city must acknowledge that St. Louis has 
few, yes, very few, attractive streets or build- 
ings, Our city is too widespread, especially 
our business portion, andis still continuing 
to spread. Nov to stop this branching out 
and to concentrate business; thereby separate 
it from the private resident districts, (which 
would be beneficial to property owners in 
genesal) it would be well to make Twelfth 
street the dividing line. Axailing ourselves 
of our widest streets, which, with little ex- 
pense to neighboring property owners and 
the city, could be lengthened and made the 


full width of the street; now, between Mar- 


ket and St. Charles streets, say south to 


Chouteau avenue, with an appropriate wide 


bridge across the Union Depot and north to 
Franklin avenue. This would give the city a 


grand boulevard connecting with the. north- 


ern and southern portions of the city and 
easily accessible from any part by. street 


cars. 


Remove the Lucas Market and divide the 
street by four rows of trees, so as to accom- 
modate promenades, vehicles and riders. The 
boulevard could be made attractive and 


worthy to be titled such by erecting on the 
squares fronting it our public buildings, such 


as exposition building, opera-house, thea- 


ters, music halls, pictnre and art galleries 
museums, 
such other buildings as will in course of time 


libraries, club-houses, cafes and 


be erected in a metropolis. 4 
The Washington Square would be a fine site 


for an exposition building. The square be- 


tween Locust, St. Charles, Twelfth and Thir- 
teenth streets would be very appropriate for 


the Mercantile Library, with suitable reading 


rooms fronting the Missouri Park, and so the 
various buildings conld be distributed along 
the boulevard. The width of the street would 
show to advantage the beauty and architect- 
ural view of each structure. The selection of 
localities for such has been so sadly neglected 
in our city that we may say every oneisina 
narrow street—Chamber of Commerce, new 
Post-office, Republican building, Museum of 
Fine Arts, etc. :

Smugglers Building Tunnels and Rail- 
roads. 
St. James’ Gazette, January 19. 

A remarkable case of smuggling (a corres- 
1 at Rome writes) has recently come to 

ht here. For some time past it had been 
observed that large quantities of goods, es- 
pecially sugar, arrived by rail in me and 
were declared “in transit,“ thus being free of 
the octro: duties. Goods thus declared are 
warehoused outside the city walls, and thence 
are either carried to the villages round Rome 
or brought intothe town in small quantities, 
paying duty as they come in; so that there 
would have been nothing remarkable in the 
business except the magnitude of the opera- 
tions, and this excited suspicion. A watch 
was set and it was fonnd that the goods were 
all stored ina small warehouse outside the 
Porta Angelica, the gate under the Vatican, 
and that they apparently never came outagain 
either in large or small quantities. The sharp- 
ness of a revenue officer, or more ~i & 
ably a traitor in the camp, suggested that 
there mustſbe an underground passage into 
the town, and special watch was kept on the 
houses inside the 7 walls. On mber 
28 thirty-four casks of sugar arrived as usual 


ein transit,“ and were taken to the suspected 


store, and next morning before Aaylight two 
empty carts were observed to enter the court- 
yard ofa house just inside the walls which 
was under surveillance. After setting watch- 
ers on the house outside the police entered the 
one inside the walls, and there found the thir- 
ty-four casks of sugarloaded onthe carts 
which had entered empty, and a further 
search revealed a hole in the d covered 
with boards and loose earth.

The details of the recent massacre by South 
Sea savages of Lieutenant-Commander Bower 
and five seamen of Her Majesty’s ship Sandfly 
have been received at * from Sydney. 
On October 13 the Sandfiy anchored at Teyem- 
Lieutenant-Commander Bower and the 
seamen, Carne, O'Neill, Savage, Paterson and 
Venton, left in a whale-boat to survey the 
east coast of the Florida Islands, intending to 
go back onthe 17th. The 17th, 18th,and 19th 
passed without their returning, and on the 
20th the schooner weighed anchor and made 
for the east coast, sending the gig round on 
one side and going herself round the other, 
so that a thorough search might be made. 
The gig was manned by four seamen, com- 
manded by Coughlan, -all being well-armed. 
The gig was pulled into one bay where was a 
very strong party of well- armed natives, one 
of Whom (King Billy) ealled „ Come in 
come in, you; come in, and immediately 
afterwards he spoke in his native tongue. Tak- 
ing alarm, the gig now turned back, for the 
crew noticed that the natives carried bows and 
arrows, knives and tomakawks. One who 
called himself Suck“ tried eto tempt them 
back by describing the whale-boat, but they 
kept on. They went next day tothe East 
Island, and the same evening to Niboli Har- 

Returning 
to the Sandfly on the 23d, they found there 
Savage, who had formed one of the crew of 
the whale-boat, and who gave the following 
narrative: We went to East Island and on 
Friday pulled over Lavinia Bay,,where the 
Lavinia was captured and her crew slain. 
Thence we went to Nega Island, hauled the 
boat up and had tea. The men left to bathe, 


and while Carne and O'Neill went into the 


water, Savage and Paterson. went along the 
beach with the captain, leaving Venton look- 
ing after the boat. Patefson went back for 
something, and about a quarter of an hour af- 
terwards Savage heard yiells, ran back and 
saw a crowd of about fifty natives round the 
boat and more hurring through the bush. 
Rushing back to the captain, Savage shouted,

returning, was espied by the natives, six of 
whom broke and run forhim. He cried, ‘By 
——, Savage, it’s a case,“ and darted into the 
bush. Savage saw nomore of Commander 
Bower, but subsequently learned that he 
eluded pursuit by climbing a tree. That night 
the murderers sought for him in vain, but 
next morning they paddled round the Island 
and, seeing him in the tree, landed and shot 
him twice through the body with the rifles 
thev had taken from the boat. He dropped 
and then nameless horrors ensued. The men 
who were bathing were clubbed at once. 
Paterson, taken from behind, shared the same 
fate, but Venton had time to seize a boat 
stretcher and fought hard for his life, as the 
natives afterward admitted. It is believed 
that Venton was tied to stakes, tortured and 
then beheaded in revenge forthe injury he 
inflicted on his assailants.

The Parisian, January 8. 

A petition to the French Assembly is in 
course of signature by the numerous foreign 
visitors to the Riviera praying that steps may 
be takento abolishthe gambling saloons of 
Monaco. The petition states that “the Monaco 
gambling tables attract and retain in the 
neighboring towns quite a host of corrupt and 
depraved people, men and women, living by 
vice, and doing their utmost to propagate it. 
The public haunts and promenadesare filled 
with them. Not only do these persons every- 
where parade the scandal of their luxury and 
corruption, driving away by their presence 
such as have no desire to be confounded with 
them, but they actively apply themselves to 
enticing the foreign youth into debauchery 
and ruin, thus rendering quite dangerous for 
the guests of France the hospitality she so 
liberally accords them.” The petition con- 
cludes: ‘*Persuaded that France, like every 
other nation, has the right of protecting ber- 
self againsta dangerous neighborhood; that 


she, moreover, has historical rights of inter- 


vention in the principality; that its character 
asan enclave imposes on its obligations and 
on France rights, which neither the one nor 
the other can neglect; that the treaties con- 
cluded by France with the principality, and 
which are, as it were, the condition of the 
little State’s existence, place it atthe merey 
of France, who would only have to denounce 

hem, or simply to threaten to do so, to exert 
a decisive influence on the Prince of Monaco. 
the undersigned take the respectful liberty of 
calling the serious attention of the Chambers 
and Government to the necessity of taking the 
proper measures in orderto put an end to 
the seandals and dangers of the Monaco gam- 
ing tables.“

HINDOOS IN NEW YORK. 


Sickness and Death Among Daly’s 
Nautc ancers. 


From the New York Sun, 2d.

Some one of the troupe has been sick ever 


since they came,“ said Prof. Dowling last eve- 
ning, but “that is not sosurprising, consider- 
ing the large numberin the troupe and the 
contrast between a tropical and this unusu- 
ally severe winter. Even in this freez- 
ing weather they keep warm and 
live in their gauzy native costume, 
a veil wound around their bodies, while they 
erouch on thick rugs and chatter like mag- 
pies. Their food is not changed miaterialiy 
from that on which they subsist at home 
boiled rice, curry, eggs, and chicken. The 
rice and curry and all their food, in fact, is 
repared by a native cook and put intoa 
urge dish. Around this the Nauteh girls crouch 
or sit down on rugs and help themselves,with 
neither knife, fork, nor spoon, but with their 
fingers. Their fingers are forks and the palms 
of their hands are plates. The rooms are kept 
at a temperature of 80°. Mr, Daly is as kind 
as he can be to the girls, and when they first 
camehe gave each an ulster coat, woolen 
stockings and rubber boots. All the use these 
are put to is to go a few feet from their apart- 
ments to the theater. 
One of the girls, named Boorie,’’ con- 
tinued the doctor, “one of the best dancers in 
the troupe, is scriously sick with pneumonia. 
In some way she must have taken cold. Yes-

-terday her temperature was 105°, and at 4 p. 


m. to-dav it was 1042. Her respiration Was 
rapid, and we are much concerned for her. 
We cannot tell, though, until the seventh dax 
after she was taken, Whether she is going to 
recover. 

„About this girl Allabundy. She was a 
pretty, gentle, lovable creature. From the 
very day of her arrival here she was sick. 
She must have had the seeds of disease in her 
system when she left her native land, and 
very soon after she arrived she took to her 
bed. The disease was typho-malaria fever, a 
slow, wasting fever that Is neither typhus nor 
malaria fever, but that resembles both com- 
plaints. The fever was broken up in a little 
more than two months and Allabundy became 
strong enough to sit on the rugs with her sis- 
ters. There was no fever in her system, but 
she was emaciated, ang her muscular tissues, 
especially of the heartgad degenerated. She 
ate and drank and slept well, and we looked 
upon her asa patient likely to recover. In 
fact we did not dream of her dying so sudden- 
ly. She was very weak and when she sat she 
crouched a great deal. It is not unusual for 
these low fevers to leave the heart in a very 
weak state. It was so with Allabundy, al- 
though there was no reason why she should 
not recover. A sudden violent muscular ex- 
ertion on Monday, however, was too much for 
her poor little heart, and she died almostin- 
stantly. Paralysis of the heart was the imme- 
diate cause of her death. She died in her hus- 
band’s arms. 


When I arrived at the Nautch girls’ apart- 
ments on Monday, Allabundy's body had al- 
ready been dressed, according to the customs 
of their native country, by the girls, and laid 
out on one of their soft rugs. Over the whole 
length of the body a soft white linen cloth 
had been laid, and white silk ribbons gathered 
the cloth at the top of the head and at the 
feet, where the ribbons were gracefully knot- 
ted. The folds had been carefully arranged in 
straight lines, lengthwise of the * and the 
outlines of the graceful form were clearly re- 
vealed. The Nauteh girls were gathered about 
the body, and were weeping. The old hus- 
band wept bitterly and prayed. Heis a very 
religious man. He says that he is reconciled

over the body. It was buried to-day in the 
Lutheran Cemetery.
